The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences affirmed the rejection(s) against 
independent claim 25, but reversed all rejections against dependent claims 26-30. Claim 25 is 
cancelled and the examiner amendment provided in this office action amends claim 26 to include 
all the limitation of cancelled claim 25.
